Governor McClelJan is pronounced 


out of danger.

Pillsbury, the Lawrence 


(Mass.) bank cashier convicted of the 
embezzlement of $64,000, has been 
sentenced to five years in Lawrence 
Jail. 


Grant says: "I do not feel half ns 


onxioas to go home as I did eighteen 
months ago. I have visited no country 
this side of Europe, except Japan, where 
I would care to stay longer than to see 
the points of greatest interest. Japan 
id a most interesting country, and the 
people are quite as much so. The 
changes that have taken place here are 
'more like a dream than reality." 


The committee having in charge the 


preparations for the reception of Gen. 
Grant at San Francisco, havo been ten- 
dered and accepted the use of the 
Pacific Mail steamer China, and the 
steamer Ancon by Goodnll, Perkins & 
Co., to meet Grant outside the Golden 
Gate. As the reception will be in day- 
light, the bay will be alive with crafts 
of all kinds. 


When the County Judge and Clerk 


went to count the fnuds in the County 
Treasury of Santa Cruz county yester- 
day they found a deficiency of $23,- 
785 87. A warrant was issued for the 
Treasurer, who has disappeared, and 
fears are entertained that he has killed 
himself. Great excitement exists in the 
town, and many are loth to have SUB 
picioa of George Otto, as he has borne 
a reputation for the strictest integrity 
and honesty. 


AST APPEAL. 


The Odd Fellows of Memphis have 


issued the following appeal to brethren 
of the Order: 


Murfreesboro (Tenn.), September 6, 


1879. To the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows—Greeting: The Odd Fel- 
lows' Special Belief Committee of Mem- 
phis are again forced to the necessity of 
appealing to the Brotherhood at large 
for irmteiinl aid. All of the available 
funds of five Lodges and two Eucnmp- 
ments have been extended in sending 
ninny of their brethren and faniilhes t<: 
places of safety, in nursing and provid 
ing for the sick and burying the 
dead. Business is suspended, wages 
stopped, and sickness and dca h arc 
making sad havoc.

The rest of 
the Convention were determined to 
uominate liobinson and Tammany left 
the hall in a body, organized a sideshow 
and nominated their lender, John Kelly, 
for Governor, but endorsed the rest of 
the ticket put up by the regular Con- 
vention. Just on the eve of a great po- 
litical fight this mutiny has peculiar 
significance. It means a sweeping vic- 
tory to the Republicans this year nnd a 
better heart and prospect for next year's 
campaign.

This 
move could not do the Republicans bet- 
ter service if they had engineered it 
themselves.

Maine, and now New York, it looks as 
if the Republican nominee for Presi- 
dent next year will havo a walk over.
